When that happens, the long-heralded age of commercial 
atomle power will have had its beginning. > 

Symbolically, the nuclear test operation was started on 
the 15th anniversary of Enrico Fermi’s success in

Francis will go down to 
posterity in National Hunt rac- 
Ing os the moan who did 
not win the Grind National, 
for he was the rider of the 
Queen Mother’s Devon Loch, 
which fell on tho flat in last 
year Grand National when 
clear of the field and with the 
most coveted steeplechase of the 
world almost won. 

Whatever other feats Francis 
achieved, and he rode many 
Royal horses to victory and was 
champlon steeplechase jockey 
before he retired, he will be re- 
membered not for these or for 
his successes, but as the rider of 
Devon Loch in the 1956 Grand 
Natlonal. ;

~ ALARMED . 
OVER INDONESIA:

Washington, Dec. 2. 


Developments in Indonesia, including the attempt- 
ed assassination of President Soeckarno, have 
further alarmed American officials who al- 
ready were fearful concerning the future of 
the wealthy but strife-torn archipelago. 


The stern economic sanctions 
taken against the Dutch rbeccuse 
of their: refusal to conelcer 
Indonesis’s claim to Western 
New Gulnoa have added to the

WHAT TO DO IF 
A 10 MEGATON |

Instructions to the man-in-the-street on what to 
do if a 10 megaton hydrogen bomb—cqual to 
10,000,000 tons of high explosive—fell on Bri- 
tain have recently been issued by the British 


Government. : 


‘The best defence opainst chaos 
and confusion, he has been told, 
Is “a resolute spirit of self- 
reliance, based not on ground- 
Jess optimism, but on knowledge 
of the facts,” ; 


The officio) view is that while 
no defence against the H-bomb 
ts possfble, millions of lives can 
be sayed by an cMclent civil 
defence orgatisation — if people 
know in -advance what to do. 


A booklet, written for the 
Home Office, which is 
responsible Yor civil defence, 
stresses’ that civilian morale 
would be decisive fn any 
nuclear war, 


The Pressure 


Explosion of'a 10 megaton 
bomb, 500 timc more powcr- 
ful than the atom bomb 
droppod on Nagasaki in 1045, 
would Jeave a crater ote mile 
across and 200 fect deep. The 
pressure nearby would be 50 
times, the atmospheric pressure 
and the fireball could be up to 
three or four miles across, 


. Threats, the booklet says, 
come under these headings: 
the danger from heat, the 
danger from blast and the 
danger from radio-activity. 
Precautions advised against 
these arc; 


Heat: At 16 miles, cx- 

posed skin might be dn- 
jured by the heat, and at four 
miles the heat would be fatal 
to anyone sinnding in the 
open. The chances of escaping 
serious burns are increased by 
wearing hat and gloves and 
slacks or trouscrs, 
Hiorhima, some  Japancse 
‘women who had on white cotton 
caresses with ao dark patlert 
received burns only beneath 
the pattern. 

The skim under the white 
material escaped, because whi'e 
or Ught-colourcd material re- 
flects heat while dark material 
absorbs it, - 

Colour apart, woollen clothes, 
the booklet says, would be less 
likely to catch fire than cotton, 
Ie clothing catches fire, the best 
way to put it out is to roll over 
and over om the ground. 


The Blast 


Householders, “knowing a 
bomb can start fires up to 20 
miles from the explosion polnt, 
would do well to remove In- 
flammable. materials such aos 
curtains, from those parts of 
their house which have on open 
view of the sky. The lower 
storeyé would probably be 
‘heelied by other bulldings.
